Britain’s newest politi¬ 
cal party has unveiled a 
self-confessed eccentric 
candidate to fight a 
Northampton ward in 
May’s local elections.

Rachel’s business drive to top 


REPORTER Lawrence John speaks to 
Rachel Mallows about the drive that 
has made her one of the 
most successful business 

Northamptonshire’s representative 
in The Sunday Times Maserati 100 
list - described as ‘the definitive list 
of Britain’s most successful business 
leaders actively supporting the next 
generation of entrepreneurs’ used to 
live above her parents fish and chip 
shop. 

Rachel Mallows, 52, has taken this 
early business acumen and over the 
years turned it into the thriving 
Mallows Company, a business ser¬ 
vices firm based near Welling¬ 
borough.

When she was told, she initially 
thought it was a ‘wind up’ but quick¬ 
ly realised it was true. 

She said: “To be on this list is an 
honour as there are such a different 
range of people on it, with different 
skills. 

“What I hope it (being on the list) 
will do is to raise the profile of 
Northamptonshire Food and Drink 
Awards, which is a real passion of 
mine. 

“We are the reason the awards 
started, alongside help from 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership and now all the spon¬ 
sors who support us. 

“The awards are in their seventh 
year. 


“What makes them a passion for 
me? I think it stems from an interest 
- as my parents had a fish and chip 
shop in Northampton. 

“And I lived upstairs above the 
shop ,so I had a certain understand¬ 
ing about that end of the business. 

“The food and drink sector in 
Northamptonshire is a growing area 
for the county. It employs 50,000 
people and most of the businesses 
they work for are small businesses. 
When we began the Food and Drink 
Awards there were only four catego¬ 
ries - we now have 18. 

“Winning a Food and Drink Award 
is a stamp of approval.'! would like 
to be in a situation where 
Northamptonshire has either a sig¬ 
nature dish or a signature drink.”

PCC to fight child 
abuse in county 


O The first children’s slide in the world was 
built in Wicksteed Park in Kettering. 

It was created in 1922. 

There was a four metre tall ladder for 
children to climb and then slide down the 
wood. 


Northampton was the location of the first 
ever ever cotton spinning mill in Britain and 
it was powered by the River Nene. 

The mill was set up in 1742. 


Jeyes Fluid was created by the family who 
run Jeyes Chemist of Earls Barton.

Victims need to be 
listened to and 
believed. 

“Perpetrators 
need to be dis¬ 
rupted, prose¬ 
cuted, and 
brought to jus¬ 
tice for their 
actions. Agencies 
need to take responsi¬ 
bility for protecting, safe¬ 
guarding and supporting all 
children and young people 
that may be exploited.”

The air ambulance arrived 
just 10 minutes after the call 


at 10.50am before flying him 
University Hospitals 
Coventry and Warwickshire 
10 minutes later, where he 
currently remains in a stable 
condition and is now recov¬ 
ering with his parents, wife 
and two daughters by his 
side. 

The man’s family are well 
known regulars to All Saints 
Church in Clipston. Reverend 
Angela Hughes, the church 
priest, said: “It is lovely to 
know that the man’s life was 
saved by two amazing peo¬ 
ple who were in the right 
place at the right time. 

“The man’s wife and chil¬ 
dren often come to the 
church and they are lovely 
people. The man is clearly a 
great dad to his daughters 
and is well-liked.”

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THANK YOU: Mum pays emotional tribute to policeman for saving her one-year-old baby’s life 

‘Hero cop is angel 
sent from above’

A Northampton mum has said an emotional 
thank you to the policeman who saved her 
baby girl’s life. 

Rachel James, 36, says she ‘owes PC Dec 
Gabriel her daughter’s life’ after he heroically 
dropped everything to save her lifeless, chok¬ 
ing baby. 

The police constable, from Northants Police, 
had been attending a burglary in Kingsley 
last month, when he saw Rachel run 
ning out of her house in Raeburn 
Road, screaming for help. 

He rushed over to her and was 
told her one-year-old baby, Chloe, 
was fitting and had stopped 
breathing. 

He sprinted inside the house to ^ 
find Chloe lifeless on Rachel’s bed. ^ 

He immediately performed first 
aid and found she was choking on her 
tongue, so he flipped her tongue out and 
suddenly heard what he says was the best 
sound he has ever heard - the sound of life. 

Concerned that she was not out of the woods 
yet, PC Gabriel then rushed Chloe to 
Northampton General Hospital in a waiting 
police vehicle with the blue lights flashing, 
while Rachel followed behind in another car. 

It took just three minutes before they arrived 
and handed Chloe over to the trauma team.

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Two hours later, PC Gabriel was given the 
wonderful news that she was alive and that it 
was his actions which saved her. 

In an emotional interview with the H&P, a 
tearful Rachel said: “I owe that man abso¬ 
lutely everything. 

“If it wasn’t for him, my baby girl wouldn’t be 
here today - and it tears my heart apart just 
thinking about it, it is terrifying. 

“I really do owe him my life, I owe him abso¬ 
lutely everything. 

“I can’t put a price on Chloe’s life and he 

saved her. He is an angel sent from above 
and I thank him from the bottom of my 
heart for being our hero.” 

Since the news of PC Gabriel’s 
heroic actions hit social media, 
the story has gone viral, making 
newspaper headlines all over the 
country. 

PC Gabriel said he was surprised 
by the reaction, and was expecting 
it to stay local. But Rachel says it is 
the least he deserves. 

“He deserves every bit of the praise - if 
not even more,” she said. “He should in fact be 
lapping it all up. 

“I actually do feel sorry though for the peo¬ 
ple who were being burgled as he was sup¬ 
posed to be at that job. “But then if it wasn’t for 
that, Chloe wouldn’t be here.”

Hiding immigrant waved at drivers 


A suspected illegal immigrant 
has been arrested after being 
seen waving at passing motor¬ 
ists while clinging to the 
underside of a lorry travelling 
at 55mph up a motorway. 

Police were called to the 
northbound carriageway of 
the Ml near Northampton on 
Monday morning after a con¬ 
cerned driver dialled 999. 

The man, and another man 
also found on the rear axle of 
the HGV, were detained after 
the vehicle was pulled over on 
the hard shoulder. 

The Albanians were 
detained on suspicion of ille¬ 
gal entry into Britain and were 
being quizzed by North¬ 


amptonshire Police. 

PC Dave Lee, from Northants 
Police’s roads policing unit, 
said on his Twitter account: 
“Reports from a motorist trav¬ 
elling Ml North prior to jet 15 
that there is a male waving at 
him whilst sat on the rear axle 
of a lorry. 

“LGV with the male under¬ 
neath is travelling at 55mph 
and heading towards jet 15a. 

“I’m on the phone to the 
caller. Confirms there is a 
male under the lorry. 

“Two traffic cars are making 
progress to catch up with it.” 

The lorry, from Poland, was 
stopped on the motorway at 
9am - during the morning 


rush hour - and the stowa¬ 
ways arrested, police added. 

A spokesman for Northants 
Police said: “We received a 
call at 8.50am from a motorist 
who spotted a man waving at 
traffic while hanging on to the 
underside of a lorry. 

“We dispatched two squad 
cars and pulled over the vehi¬ 
cle just after junction 16, near 
to Watford Gap services. 

“Officers discovered two 
Albanian men hanging on to 
the rear axle and they were 
detained on suspicion of 
immigration offences. 

“They will be passed over to 
immigration services in due 
course.”

Kindness does not 
kill, but cuts do! 

A campaign recently launched in 
Northampton called “Killing with 
Kindness” (yes that is its real name), 
has the aim of encouraging people 
not to be kind to homeless people. 

It declares that homeless people are 
drunks and drug addicts and by giv¬ 
ing them money you are therefore 
feeding their habits and killing them. 

It declares that you should instead 
give your money to charity, which 
has already been butchered in this 
county, maybe its time the council 


supported its services properly, so we 
didn’t have to prop them up! 

This campaign is dehumanising, 
demonising and degrading and feeds 
into the myth that homeless people 
are to blame for their situation. 

Not all homeless people are drunks, 
and not all of them are drug addicts 
and any campaign which starts off 
with this assumption is very insult¬ 
ing and damaging. 

Instead of attacking the powerless, 
vulnerable and poor, they should run 
a campaign that tackles the root 
causes. Why not have a campaign 
called “help the homeless” or “home 
the homeless” - why run a campaign 
that sends the message that the 



homeless are undeserving of kind¬ 
ness? 

This campaign takes place within a 
backdrop of our county council 
butchering its services, meaning 
more adults are going to be vulnera¬ 
ble, and ultimately thrown on the 
scrapheap. 

When are they going to tackle the 
underlying problems and come up 
with proper solutions to these prob¬ 
lems? Homelessness, addiction - they 
take away our support network and 
then have the cheek to say we’re less 
than human (not worthy of kind¬ 
ness). 

Social housing programmess are 
few and far between, not only in 
Northampton but the whole country. 
Social enterprises and charities have 
had their funding cut and removed 
by local government, meaning less 
services and support for the home¬ 
less. 

Homeless people are - wait for it - 
people too. If a homeless person 
spends a couple of quid on alcohol, 
then who are we stop them? Would it 
be better if they drunk a bottle of 
wine a day? 

What are the underlying causes of 
homelessness addiction? I don’t 
think these problems are created by 
the kindness of strangers, or by beg¬ 
ging for a few quid. 

Many of these problems relate to 
where they find themselves - on the 
streets, often with mental health 
issues. There are a myriad of reasons 
why a homeless person may drink, 
but one thing we can be certain of - it 
definitely isn’t kindness that is killing 
them.

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Anger over 
loss of bus

Angry passengers have 
slammed a decision to cut 
back a ‘vital’ Stagecoach bus 
service. 

The X46/47 bus route, which 
picks up passengers from 
Northampton to Thrapston, 
will be cut back from March 
30 to only serve stops from 
Northampton up to Raunds. 

This means it will no longer 
serve Ringstead, Denford and 
Thrapston town - a decision 
which has left residents in 
those towns furious. 

A petition is now being put 
together by the affected pas¬ 
sengers, who have contacted 
the Northants H&P to voice 
their thoughts on the axe. 

They said in a joint letter: 
“The X46/X47 is an essential 
bus service to us for medical 
appointments and shopping. 

“Although we have a 
Centrebus, it is very unrelia¬ 
ble and has a three hour gap 
in the mornings and a two 
hour gap in the afternoons. 

“We really are all concerned 
that this cut will make life 
very difficult for the local 
community.”

In a response to the letter, 
Stagecoach said: “Almost 
three years ago Stagecoach 
Midlands extended service 
X46/X47 from Raunds to 
Thrapston on an experimen¬ 
tal commercial basis, without 
any subsidy from the local 
authority. Regrettably, 
although the level of patron¬ 
age has grown, it has never 
come close to generating the 
amount of revenue required 
for the service to become per¬ 
manent. 

“The extension of service 
X46/X47 to Thrapston has 
unfortunately been one of the 
companies’ least successful 
experimental developments. 

“The number of passengers 
involved is very low and 
Centrebus’s service 16 pro¬ 
vides an alternative link.”

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CLOSING: The loss-making tea room at Delapre Abbey is set to shut 


Pop-up replacement for tea room 


The soon-to-be closed tea room at 
Delapre Abbey will be temporarily 
replaced by a pop-up or mobile 
refreshment facility, it has been 
announced 

Northampton Borough Council has 
said it will be stepping in to main¬ 
tain the tea room provision in the 
Welled Garden at Delapre from the 
beginning of April until new facilities 
are provided. 

Earlier this week, the Friends of 
Delapre Abbey (FoDA) announced 
the decision to close their tea room 
at the Abbey, as it had been trading 
at a loss for three years. 

Despite hundreds of people voicing 
their anger at the closure and calling 
for it to remain open, the closure 
looks set to go ahead. 


Cllr David Mackintosh, leader of 
the council, said: “We value the 
contribution made by the FoDA and 
the volunteers who work in the tea 
rooms, but understand their deci¬ 
sion to close it down. 

“But being able to sit and enjoy a 
cream tea in the Walled Garden is a 
really important part of a visit to the 
Abbey for very many people. We will 
make sure that facilities are put in 
place so that refreshments continue 
to be available while a decision is 
made about more permanent facili¬ 
ties. The very many visitors who 
make it a regular tea stop can rest 
assured that they will still be able to 
stop for a snack.” 

The council will now start sourcing 
a temporary refreshment provider.

When Nancy Sinatra sang 
‘These boots are made for 
walking/ what she probably 
should have added was they 
were in all probability made 
in Northampton. 

While Nancy sings about 
boots, Rebecca Shawcross 
writes about shoes, the other 
important element which 
made Northampton the boot 
and shoe capital of the world. 

This reputation has been 
further enhanced with a 
book called (appropriately) 
Shoes: An Illustrated History 
written by Rebecca 
Shawcross. 

Rebecca, who works as 
Shoe Resources Officer at 
Northampton Museums and 
Art Gallery, is an authority 
on footwear made in 
Northamptonshire. 

Her book is packed with 
social and historical detail, 
putting shoe trends, super¬ 
stitions and traditions in 
context and exploring shoes 
as symbolic and highly per¬ 
sonal objects, which evoke a 
time, place and an emotion. 

She said: “People wear 
shoes for two reasons. One is 
they wear them to be stylish 
and they want to be seen to 
be wearing designer shoes. 


“The other is be practical 
and have something on their 
feet to be comfortable in 
when they walk around. 

“What I have noticed is 
people have altered the type 
of shoes they are buying and 
some are now purchasing 
shoes at the expensive end of 
the market. 

“I have a group of Japanese 
visitors who come to the 
museum and they will all be 
wearing shoes which have 
been made in the county. 

“These are from the top end 
producers like Church’s or 
Crockett & Jones. 

“There is a move away from 
shoes which you throw away 
to ones which are of a better 
quality and will last a lot 
longer.” 

Rebecca explained one of 
the reasons for writing the 
book was it was a good 
opportunity to bring togeth¬ 
er the history of shoes and 
fashion and put them in an 
historical context. 

“What is interesting is 
when I look at a pair of shoes 
from the 18th century, I start 
to imagine who owned them, 
where were they worn and 
start to think about them in 
their historical context. 

“A pair like this are very 
beautiful and it is remarka¬ 



ble they have survived 
so long. 

“There are some pairs 
of shoes, like some from 
the 1920s, which have a 
very plain style but use 
such exotic leather and 
have decorated heels 
they would not look out 
of place being worn 
today. 

“It shows how the shoe 
in

Luther Burrell says it’s important 
for Saints to play matches in 
Milton Keynes to get people liv¬ 
ing in Northampton’s near neigh¬ 
bour interested in the club. 

The reigning English champions 
will play a repeat of last season’s 
Premiership final against 
Saracens at stadiummk on April 
25 and the England centre is 
happy with the change of venue.

If selected to play it will be 
Burrell’s first experience of play¬ 
ing rugby at the venue with a 
capacity crowd close to the 30,000 
mark expected. 

“MK Dons have had a successful 
season from a football perspec¬ 
tive, and it’s important to get 
rugby in that stadium and get the 
people of Milton Keynes to come 
along and watch Northampton,” 
said Burrell. 

“We’re basically next-door- 
neighbours after all, and it’ll be 
brilliant for their supporters to get 
there and get behind the rugby 


lads. And in World Cup year the 
people of Northampton and the 
Midlands can get out there and 
make it a spectacle.” 

Meanwhile, Saints director of 
rugby lim Mallinder has said that 
the squad are well placed with six 
Premiership matches to go. 

The first priority will be to finish 
in the top two to assure a home 
play-off semi-final and 
Northampton, who travel to 
Kingsholm to play Gloucester on 
Saturday, will then be looking to 
finish on top of the pile. 

“We feel we’re in a good position, 
but nobody will remember us 


being in this position now if we 
don’t go on and achieve and that’s 
what we want to do,” he said. 

“We’re in good shape and look¬ 
ing forward to the run in.” 

• England have retained Burrell 
and Saints skipper Dylan Hartley 
for training this week, following 
Sunday’s 19-9 Six Nations defeat 
to Ireland. 

Hartley was replaced early in the 
second half in Dublin but Burrell 
lasted the entire 80 minutes.

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Wilder presents a 
case for defence

Northampton Town boss Chris 
Wilder insists his side’s defensive 
performance was the key to their 
narrow 1-0 victory over Portsmouth 
on Tuesday evening. 

Ricky Holmes grabbed the only 
goal of the game in the first half - 
jinking through the visitors’ defence 
to fire home a sweet left-footed finish 
- and despite some pressure late in 
the game the Cobblers were on top 
throughout and could have won by a 
greater margin. 

“We’ve played some great football 
this season but it was the quality of 
our defence which was so impor¬ 
tant,” Wilder said. 

“We like to go at teams but some¬ 
times they push us back and we have 
to be able to handle that. 

“Sometimes you’ve just got to show 


those qualities without the ball to try 
and keep it out, and we had to deal 
with a big threat in the second half. 

“This was always going to be anoth¬ 
er tough test. Portsmouth might feel 
unlucky but we’ll take it because this 
was a really big game.” 

The Cobblers, who have moved to 
within three points of the League 
Two play-off spots, next face play-off 
rivals Plymouth Argyle on Saturday, 
who despite a strong run of form of 
late have slipped to two straight 
defeats. 

John Sheridan’s side are currently 
eighth, one place below the last play¬ 
off spot, but they only have two 
points more than the Cobblers who 
will be eyeing the chance of leap¬ 
frogging them in the table. 

Wilder is hoping for more of the 
same from Holmes, who shook off 
persistent jeering from Pompey’s 
fans to score the decisive goal against 
his former club. 

“Ricky Holmes was outstanding,” 
he said. “I know what it’s like when 


the pressure is on a player against his 
old club and sometimes it can go 
wrong. 

“But every player has put in a great 
effort for the team and we’ve got 
some very tired players in the dress¬ 
ing room. Once you get to March the 
finishing line comes very quickly. 

“But we’re on a great run and while 
results are unpredictable in this divi¬ 
sion we need to get something from 
Plymouth.” 

The Pompey success came after 
Saturday’s 2-1 victory over high fliers 
Shrewsbury, which saw the 
Shropshire side defeated in the 
league at their Greenhous Meadow 
ground for the first time this season. 

Jose Mourinho’s Chelsea, who won 
2-1 in the League Cup in October, 
were the only other team to have 
experienced victory on Shrews turf 
during the campaign but Wilder 
insists nobody is getting ahead of 
themselves. 

“We should take confidence from

Tom Reed’s thoughts as Northampton continued 
their fine form by beating Shrewsbury Town and 
Portsmouth. 

The Cobblers beat highly-rated Shrewsbury 
Town and Portsmouth in the space of four 
days to storm to within three points of the 
League Two play-offs. Saturday’s fine 2-1 win 
at second placed Shrewsbury was capped by a 
1-0 victory over Andy Awford’s well regarded 
Pompey. 

Northampton are now the form side in the 
division with manager Chris Wilder nominat¬ 
ed for League Two Manager of the Month. After 
walloping Salop and romping to the win over 
Portsmouth the Cobblers head to Plymouth 
Argyle on Saturday hoping to polish off anoth¬ 
er promotion rival. 

If Northampton play like they did at the 
Greenhous Meadow against Shrewsbury and at 
Sixfields on Tuesday night versus Pompey then 
Argyle, two places and two points above in 
eighth, are there for the taking. While not 
wanting to jinx things, Cobblers regulars are 
whispering that they are witnessing the best 


Northampton football in 
years. Those travelling to 
Shrewsbury last Saturday 
were disheartened by the 
news that top scorer Marc 
Richards was to be rested with 
a sore Achilles. Yet, the 
Cobblers 11, ably led at the top 
of the pitch by 18-year-old 
striker Ivan Toney, set about 
the Shrews with elan. 

Chris Wilder has talked 
about his side leading from the 
“front foot” and here it was for 
all to see: harrying and press¬ 
ing the ball, while retaining 
the potential for deadly coun¬ 
ter-attack. Chris Hackett, 
newly restored to the side, 
curled in the opener on 20 
minutes after exploiting the 
width of the Shrewsbury pitch. 

The Shrews boasted the only 
unbeaten home record in the 
Football League but that 
streak was soon to be ended. 

Cobblers came roaring out after half time 
with Joel Byrom notching the Northampton 
second on 47 minutes. The goal was a training 
ground special that saw Ricky Holmes shape 
for a long range free-kick only for the ball to be 
cut back to a sprinting Byrom to ping a left 


footed drive beyond Jayson Leutwiler. 

Shrewsbury are, by rights, one of the top two 
teams in the league and in the “ginger Pirlo” 
Ryan Woods they can also claim to have the 
best player in the division. Yet, while perhaps 
not drawing the attention of Premier League 
scouts like Woods, Cobblers have a brilliant 


lower league player in Holmes. He provided the 
ball carrying skills that vented defensive pres¬ 
sure against the Shrews with Cobblers surviv¬ 
ing a rough final ten minutes and a late 
Shrewsbury goal. 

Indeed, Holmes was to be the star of the show 
the following Tuesday when he faced his for¬ 
mer side from Fratton Park. Northampton 
again put in a performance of resilience, 
patience and no little skill to defeat a side man¬ 
aged by another manager of the month nomi¬ 
nee Awford. 

The sizeable Portsmouth support was rash 
with its taunting of the ex-Pompey winger and 
the inevitable happened when Holmes came 
back to the haunt them. On 25 minutes and 
from 25 yards, Holmes cut inside to curl a 
superlative left footer into the bottom right 
corner of Paul Jones’ net. 

It really was an ideal Holmes show with the 
diminutive Northampton winger claiming the 
man-of-the match award and a standing ova¬ 
tion when substituted in front of Pompey boss 
Awford who had released him on a free. 

Portsmouth, like Shrewsbury, are one of the 
better League Two teams yet Northampton 
were superior in every department. 

A long trip to Plymouth this weekend will be a 
litmus test but win at Home Park and play-off 
whispers will become the roar of the shoe- 
army crowd backing what looks, at the moment, 
like an unstoppable outfit.
